Part 1. Introduction to the CogAT® 5/6 

This book offers an overview of the types of questions on the CogAT® Level 5/6, test- 
taking strategies to improve performance, sample questions, and a full-length practice 
CogAT that students can use to assess their Knowledge and practice their test-taking 
skills. i 


Who Takes the CogAT® Level 5/6? 

There are ten CogAT levels, which are based on age. 

The CogAT Level 5/6 is often used as an assessment tool or admissions test in 
Kindergarten for entry into Ist grade of gifted and talented (GATE) programs and 


highly-competitive schools. 


The CogAT Level 5/6 is also used as an assessment tool by teachers to figure out 
which students would benefit from an accelerated or remedial curriculum. 


What is the Difference Between CogAT® Form 6 and Form 7? 


The latest version of the CogAT is Form 7, published in 2011. Form 6 is still in use in some 
schools. Form 7 is very similar to Form 6, although some key changes have occurred. 


Most importantly, Form 7 for K-2 uses pictures so the test can also be given to non 
English speaking students. The only words on these tests appear in the Sentence 
Completion questions (see below for more information) and in the directions, which can 
be read in English or in Spanish. 


When Does the CogAT® Take Place? 
This depends on the school district you reside in or want to attend. Check with the 


relevant school /district to learn more about test dates and the application/ registration 
process. 


CogAT® Level 5/6 Overview 
TheCogAT®isagroup-administered test that features threeindependent`batteries':Verbal, 


Quantitative, and Nonverbal. It is designed to assess learned reasoning in these three areas, 
which experts believe are the areas most closely linked to academic achievement. One, two, 
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or all three batteries may be administered based on the specific needs of the test user. 
The CogAT® covers topics that students may not see in school, so kids will need to 
think a little differently in order to do well. A students stress management and time 
management skills are also tested during the exam. 


Length 


Students are given about 30-45 minutes to complete ONE battery in the CogAT Level 
5/6 test. Children taking the Level 5/6 are only given one battery at a time. A test 
administrator provides directions and controls pacing throughout the test. Including 
administration time, the CogAT 5/6 (all three batteries) will take between 2-3 hours. 


Format 


The test is a black and white picture-based exam. The entire test is made up of 118 
multiple choice questions (120 on CogAT 6). The questions are distributed as follows:

The test consists of verbal, nonverbal material and quantitative material. 


VERBAL BATTERY 
The verbal battery on the CogAT® is designed to measure a students vocabulary, 
memory, ability to solve verbal problems, and ability to determine word relationships. 


This battery has three subtests, which vary depending on age. 


VJ Sentence Completion: The administrator or teacher reads aloud a sentence with a 
missing word. Students select the picture that best completes the sentence. 

¥ Picture Classification: Students are given a series of three pictures that are in 
some way similar. The student then selects a picture from the answer choices that is 
like the other three. 

V Picture Analogies: Students are provided with two pictures that form a pair, as 
well as a third picture. From the answer choices, the student must select the picture 
that goes with the third provided image. 


NONVERBAL BATTERY 

On the nonverbal battery, students are tested on their ability to reason using geometric 
shapes and figures. Students must use strategies to solve unique problems that they 
may never have encountered in school. 


The nonverbal battery is composed of three question types: 


V Figure Classification: Students are provided with three figures and must select 
the fourth figure that completes the set. 

J Figure Matrices: Students are given a 2x2 matrix with the image missing in one 
cell. Students must determine the relationship between the two Spatial forms in the 
top row and find a fourth image that has the same relationship to the spatial form in 
the bottom row. 

V Paper Folding: Students must determine how a hole-punched folded paper will look 
once it is unfolded. 


QUANTITATIVE BATTERY 
The quantitative battery measures abstract reasoning, quantitative reasoning, and 
problem solving skills. 
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The quantitative battery is composed of three question types: 


¥ Number Series: Students are given images of beads on an abacus. Based on the 
images, they must determine what the next abacus in the series should look like. 
J Number Puzzles: Students are provided with pictures that represent math problems. 


/ Number Analogies: Students are given a 2x2 matrix with one empty cell. The student 
must determine the relationship between the two images in the top row, and then find 
the picture that has the same relationship with the image on the bottom row. 


Part 2: How to Use this Book 


The CogAT® is an important test and the more a student is familiar with the questions 
on the exam, the better she will fare when taking the test. 


This book will help your child get used to the format and content of the test so s/he 
will be adequately prepared and feel confident on test day.

Part 3. Test Prep Tips and Strategies 


Firstly, and most importantly, commit to make the test preparation process a stress-free one. 
A students ability to keep calm and focused in the face of challenge is a quality that will 
benefit her throughout her academic life. 


Be prepared for difficult questions from the get-go! There will be a certain percentage of 
questions that are very challenging for all children. It is key to encourage students to use 
all strategies available when faced with challenging questions. And remember that a student 
can get quite a few questions wrong and still do very well on the test. 


Before starting the practice test, go through the sample questions and read the teaching tips 
provided at the beginning of the book. They will help you guide your student as he or she 
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progresses through the practice test. 


The following strategies may also be useful as you help your child prepare: 


Before You Start 


Find a quiet, comfortable spot to work free of distractions. 


Tell your student you will be doing some fun activities, and that this is an opportunity 
for you to spend some enjoyable time together. 


Show your student how to perform the simple technique of shading (and erasing) 
bubbles. 


During Prep 


If your child is challenged by a question, ask your child to explain why he or she 
chose a specific answer. If the answer was incorrect, this will help you identify where 
your child is stumbling. If the answer was correct, asking your child to articulate her 
reasoning aloud will help reinforce the concept. 


Encourage your child to carefully consider all the answer options before selecting one. 
Tell her there is only ONE answer. 


If your child is stumped by a question, she or he can use the process of elimination. 
First, encourage your child to eliminate obviously wrong answers to narrow down the 
answer choices. If your child is still in doubt after using this technique, tell him or 
her to guess as there are no points deducted for wrong answers. 


Review all the questions your student answered incorrectly, and explain to your 
student why the answer is incorrect. Have your student attempt these questions again 
a few days later to see if he now understands the concept. 


Encourage your student to do her best, but take plenty of study breaks. Start with 
10-15 minute sessions. Your student will perform best if she views these activities as 
fun and engaging, not as exercises to be avoided. 


When to Start Preparing? 


Every family and student will approach preparation for this test differently. There is 
no ‘right’ way to prepare; there is only the best way for a particular child and family. 
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We suggest students, at minimum, take one full-length practice test and spend 6-8 
hours reviewing CogAT® practice questions. 


If you have limited time to prepare, spend most energy reviewing areas where your 
student is encountering the majority of problems. 


As they say, Knowledge is power! Preparing for the CogAT® will certainly help your 
student avoid anxiety and make sure she does not give up too soon when faced with 
unfamiliar and perplexing questions.

Otherwise, we suggest that your child answers each question in his or her own time, 
while you guide, support and give feedback as s/he progresses. In this case, we also 
recommend that you spend a few minutes yourself reviewing the teaching tips for 
each section so you can be prepared to help your student if he or she struggles with 
a question.

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Sentence Completion 


There are 14 Sentence Completion questions in the CogAT® Level 5/6. 


Please note that the sentence completion section is optional for younger children. 
Check with your school or district to find out if your child will have to answer these 
questions types. 


SAMPLE QUESTION - Read the question aloud once only. 


It is the first day of school for Scott. Scott puts a snack bar, a pencil, and two 
books in his back pack to take to school. Which picture shows the objects in his 
back pack?

Correct Answer: B 


Answer Explanation 

For this question, the student must listen carefully to the sentence read aloud in order 
to understand and recall the list of items (a snack bar, two books, a pencil) that Scott 
puts in his backpack. 


Option B is the only picture that shows the items described in the sentence. 


Option C has one pencil and a snack bar, but only one book. Option A has a snack 
bar, but only one book and five pencils. Both of these are incorrect descriptions of 
the items that Scott put into the backpack. 
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TEACHING TIPS 


e Tell your child to “listen carefully” before reading the question. Your child will only 
hear the question once in actual testing conditions, so during prep sessions it is 
helpful to repeat this directive before each question, as it will help your child learn 
the skill of paying attention and focusing on what is being said when questions are 
read aloud to him/her. 


e Reinforce your student's understanding of relational concepts, including distinguishing 


between phrases such as “up” and “down”, “below”and “above”, and “next to” and 
“beside”. 


Picture Classifications

SAMPLE QUESTION 


Look at the pictures in the boxes in the top row. These pictures go together in a 
certain way. Which picture in the bottom row goes with the pictures in the top 


row? 


Correct Answer: A 
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Answer Explanation 


In the top row, the three pictures go together because all of them are objects that 
have wheels. 


Your child needs to find the picture among the answer options that goes together with 
the pictures in the top row. 


Option B and C are incorrect because the objects in the pictures (a hot air balloon 
and a boat) do not have wheels. 


Option A is correct as this is the only object that has wheels. 
TEACHING TIPS 


e These questions test a students ability to identify and classify common objects 
into basic categories by one or more common physical property or attribute (e.g., 
color, size, shape,weight, liquid/solid, quantity, function). They also test knowledge 
of common objects and categories, such as fruits, vegetables, flowers, reptiles, 
mammals, jungle animals, farm animals, tools, furniture, musical instruments, eating 
utensils, seasons, birds, etc. Introduce these categories and characteristics in real- 
life situations and discuss the relationships between concepts with your student. 


e Encourage your student to expand on his Knowledge of a category in a question. 
Ask him to name other objects that share the same characteristics and belong to 
a specific category. 


e Ask your student to explain why she chose a specific answer. This will help you 
identify where your student is stumbling or provide the opportunity to reinforce 
understanding of a category and the object/s that can “belong” to it. 
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Picture Analogies

SAMPLE QUESTION: 


Which image best fits in the box with the question mark? 


Correct Answer: C 


Answer Explanation 


In the top row, there are two figures that go together in the sense that a birds home 
is a nest, or a bird lives in a nest. 


Look at the bottom row. Your child needs to find the picture among the answer options 
that fits best in the question mark box on the bottom row. The correct choice has the 
same relationship with the picture on the left on the bottom row as the two pictures 
in the top row have with each other. 


Option A is incorrect because a bees home is not a web. 
Option B is also incorrect as a bees home is not a flower, even though bees like flowers. 
Option C is correct because, just like a birds home is a nest, a bees home is a hive. 
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TEACHING TIPS 


e To master picture analogies, a student needs to have general background Knowledge, 
a good visual vocabulary, and an understanding/recognition of the following 
relationships: 


> Object/function (or reverse: function/object) 

> Agent (person or animal)/location, (or reverse: location/agent (person or animal) 
> Agent (person or animal)/object, (or reverse: object/agent (person or animal) 
> Agent (person or animal)/action, (or reverse: action/ agent (person or animal) 


> Familial -- having to do with family. 
| 


e As often as possible, incorporate discussions about similarities, differences, and 
relationships between words into your everyday conversation with your student. 
Help your student begin thinking about how different words and concepts are 
connected to one another. 


e When answering practice questions, teach your student to determine the relationship 
between the first pair of pictures before looking at the answer choices. Once your 
student determines the relationship between the first pair, she can then look at 
the choices to find the pair with the exact same relationship.

SAMPLE QUESTION 


Look at the shapes in the top row. These shapes go together in a certain way. Which 
shape in the bottom row belongs with the shapes in the top row? 


Correct Answer: B 


Answer Explanation 

In the top row, the three figures go together because all the shapes are made of 
straight lines. Your child needs to find the figure among the answer options that goes 
together with the shapes in the top row. 


Option A and C are incorrect because these shapes do not have straight lines. 


Option B is correct as this is the only shape that has straight lines like the shapes in 
the top row. 
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TEACHING TIPS 


e After your student has answered the question, encourage her to expand on her 
knowledge of the category in the question. 


e Ask him to name or draw other objects that share the same characteristics and 
belong to a specific category. 


e Ask your student to explain why she chose a specific answer. This will help you 
identify where your student is stumbling or provide the opportunity to reinforce 
understanding of a category and the object/s that can “belong” to it. 


Figure Matrices

SAMPLE QUESTION: 


Look at the shapes in the boxes on top. These shapes go together in a certain way. 
Which answer choice belongs where the question mark is?

Correct Answer: A 
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Answer Explanation 


In the top row, there are two figures that go together in a certain way. They go 
together in the sense that as the figure moves from left box to right box, it stays the 
same shape (a square) but adds four black circles inside. 


Your child needs to find the figure among the answer options that fits best in the 
question mark box on the bottom row. The correct choice will have the same relationship 
with the figure on the bottom row that the figures in the top row have with each 
other. 


Option B is incorrect because, although the figure is the same shape as the figure on 
the bottom row, the inside circles that are added are white. 


Option C is incorrect because, although the figure is the same shape as the figure on 
the bottom row, only two black inside circles are added. 


Option A is correct as the figure has the same shape (circle) as the figure on the 
bottom row and it has four black circles inside. 


TEACHING TIPS 


e Make sure your student knows key concepts that come up in these types of 
questions, including geometric concepts such as rotational symmetry, line symmetry, 
parts of a whole. 


e If your student is finding these items difficult, encourage her to discover the 
pattern by isolating one element (e.g: outer shape, inner shape/s) and identify how 
it changes: 


> Ask: Is the color/shading of the element changing as it moves? 


> Ask: Is the element changing positions as it moves? Does it move up or down? 
Clockwise or counter-clockwise? Does it end up in the opposite (mirror) position? 


> Ask: Does the element disappearor increase in number as it moves along the 
row? Does it get bigger or smaller? 


e Encourage your student to make a prediction for the missing object and compare 
the description with the answer choices. 
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Paper Folding 


There are 10 Paper Folding questions in the CogAT® Level 5/6. 


SAMPLE QUESTION 


The paper in the top row is folded and cut as shown. Which paper in the bottom 
row is the result when the paper is unfolded?

Correct Answer: C 


Answer Explanation 


In the top row, the paper is folded in half vertically. A shape is cut out of the 
folded paper. 


Your child needs to choose which answer option shows how the paper will look when 
unfolded. The correct choice will be an unfolded paper with two shapes cut out of it. 
The shape on the right will mirror the shape on the left. 


Option A is incorrect as it shows only one shape cut out from the paper. 


Option B is incorrect as both shapes are placed in the same direction and are not 
mirror images of each other. 
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Option C is correct as the right shape reflects the left shape, like a mirror image. 


TEACHING TIPS 


ə In addition to using the written practice questions, a good way to prepare for this 
unique and challenging question type is through hands-on practice with real paper. 
For example, you can show your student that if a paper is folded once and a hole 
is punched into it, she will see two holes on either side of the fold once the paper 
is unfolded.

SAMPLE QUESTION 


Which picture goes in the box with the question mark?

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Correct Answer: C 


Answer Explanation 


The question shows an abacus with beads in a particular pattern. 


Your child needs to figure out the pattern of the abacus beads and identify the 
answer choice which continues the pattern. 


If your child looks from left to right, s/he can notice that the pattern of the beads 
is to go down (3 beads...2 beads...1 bead) and then up (2 beads...3 beads), and then 

starts to go down again (2 beads). Notice that pattern changes on the way down by 
taking away ONE bead and on the way up by adding ONE bead. Also notice that each 
line has a maximum of 3 beads and a minimum of 1 bead. 


Therefore, the pattern will follow these rules and the final abacus line will have one 
less bead than the previous line. Therefore the correct answer is C. 


TEACHING TIPS 


e Because your child may not have much formal academic experience with this 
question type, it is important to practice working with many of these questions 
before the test. 


e It may be helpful to model how to approach the questions for your child. Read the 
question aloud, and then do a “think-aloud,” talking through your thought process 
as you solve the problem. 


e You can also find workbooks or games related to number patterns and sequences to 
help your child further his or her understanding of these concepts in an engaging 
manner. 
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Number Puzzles

SAMPLE QUESTION 


Which picture goes in the box with the question mark? 


Correct answer: A 


Answer Explanation 


In the train on the top row, there are 10 balls. In the train on the bottom row, there 
are four balls in one compartment and two balls in another. 


Your child needs to figure out how many balls are needed in the compartment with 
the question mark so that both trains (top and bottom row), have the same amount 
of balls. 


We can see that four balls are needed in order to make a total of 10 balls in the train 


on the bottom row, because 4 balls from one compartment plus 2 balls from the other 
compartment results in a total of 6 balls (4+2=6), and we need four more balls in the 
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train to have 10 balls in total (6+4=10). The only answer that shows 4 balls is option A. 


TEACHING TIPS 
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This question type requires your child to solve basic math equations, so practice 
with numbers and problem solving is essential. 


Make sure your child understands the meaning of “equal,” since the object is to 
supply the missing piece of information that will make two provided equations 
(objects in trains) equal to one another. 


Try using hands-on materials (like blocks, beads or marbles) to help a student 
become confident with adding and subtracting. For example, you might give your 
student two marbles and then ask her to “add” three more marbles to the pile. 
Then, ask her to count how many marbles she now has. This works with subtraction, 
too. 


You can also teach your child to approach the question by “plugging in” the answer 
choices and Solving to see if the result is equal to the other equation in the question.

Your child needs to find the picture among the answer options that fits best in the 
question mark box. The correct choice has the same relationship with the picture on 
the left on the bottom row as the two pictures in the top row have with each other. 


Option A is incorrect because the picture is half a loaf of bread and several slices. 


Option C is incorrect because the picture is two sandwiches. 
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Option B is correct because the picture is two halves of a sandwich. 


TEACHING TIPS 


e Your child is probably not accustomed to completing number matrices, so it is 
important to frequently expose him to this question type in order to build confidence 
and familiarity. 


e Make sure your child has an understanding/recognition of the following relationships: 
> Part/whole (or reverse: whole/part) 
> Changes in quantity 
> Changes in size. 


e Consider modeling how to approach solving a number matrix by “thinking aloud” as 
you work through a question with your child. 


e Work with your child on basic mathematical concepts (see teaching tips for Number 
Puzzles).
